Quick” hat. But that’s exactly 
what they do. 

We first met Morrissey as 
amusement arcade owner Ripley 
Holden, standing in front of his 
bedroom mirror in his white suit, 
slipping on gold rings and 
combing back his hair, while lip- 
synching to Viva Las Vegas.

This was just perfect, because it 
told us almost everything we 
needed to know about Holden. He 
was brash and deluded, Blackpool 
could never be the “bright lights 
city” of the Elvis song. 

Later, Holden lay back in bed 
while his put-upon wife Natalie 
(Parish) dutifully clambered 


astride him. Failing to rise to the 


occasion, he fantasised that she 
was some tartily-clad showgirl, 
and sang along to another Elvis 
hit = She’s Not You. 

Bowker’s story is so good, and 
the acting impeccable, that 
Blackpool doesn’t really need 
these old pop hits - it would have 
worked well as a straight drama. 

Holden’s arcade has now been 
shut down by a zealous detective, 
DI Peter Carlisle (David Tennant), 
investigating the killing of a 
young druggie whose body was 
found among the slot machines. 

(“Dead as Southport, he was. Six 
feet from the kiddies’ rides. How 
sick is that?”) 

Morrissey’s performance is 
electrifying. This has got hit 
written all over it.

WHAT could be more 
rock ’n’ roll? 

Some of the hottest new 
bands blasting deliciously 
sweaty little venues the length 
and breadth of the land, the 
open road and a diet of ciga- 
rettes and alcohol. It certainly 
sounds appealing to me... 

So when I was offered the oppor- 
tunity to flex my wannabe rock 
chick credentials to the max by 
joining the MTV2 crew as they 
took their flagship show, Gonzo, 
on tour, I leapt at the chance. 

Well, OK, I staggered, but I was 
just getting in some practice. 


Over the past two years the 
award-nominated Gonzo and its 
presenter Zane Lowe has estab- 
lished itself as the one-stop-shop 
for rock music lovers. 

Favoured by fans and musicians 
alike, it’s the gig where pretty 
much anything goes. Noted for 
irreverent humour and showcas- 
ing the brightest new talent, the 
famed brown sofa has played host 
to the likes of Green Day, The Foo 
Fighters and The White Stripes, 
to name just a few. 

But, not content with staying

studio-bound, last year Zane and 
the boys took Gonzo on tour, with 
a few little-known acts, including 
Franz Ferdinand, Snow Patrol 
and Razorlight. Bands whose 
massive success in the 12 months 
since speaks for itself. 

Hardly surprising then that the 
Gonzo lads decided the time was 
ripe for a “second coming”. Five 
cities — Cardiff, London, York, 
Liverpool and Glasgow - a spe- 
cially-commissioned tour bus, 
and the promise it was going to 
get messy! 

Add to that the chance to see 
Britain’s most talked-about indie 
rockers, Kasabian, in a venue 
not much bigger than my living 
room, and it’s odds on to be 
a winner. 

By the time I catch up with the 
crew the Gonzo bus has rolled up 
to York’s tiny Barfly venue. The 
guys are a little delicate — bit of a 
late one in Liverpool the night 
before. 

But Kasabian are about to 
sound-check, everyone’s buzzing 
about that night’s show and 
Zane’s just found out he’ll be

interviewing Kasabian while 
being trotted round York by horse 
and trap.

“Its so great to actually get out 
and meet the people who watch 
the show, who listen to the 
music, and get their feedback,” he 
continues.

“They’re the key to keeping it 
fresh. They’ll come up to me and 
say ‘Have you heard this?’ or 
‘What to you think of that?’ and 
that kind of reaction’s fantastic. 
Obviously we like to keep up with 
everything new and exciting, but 
they’re a brilliant resource. 

“T think up until about 20, maybe 
22, is the perfect record-buying age 
for guys. Before you get bogged 
down with mortgages and rela- 
tionships, what else have you got 
to spend your money on except 
music, clothes and flowers? 

“And what’s so great right now is 
that this kind of music, indie rock, 
has burst right into the main- 
stream. Something that looked 


almost impossible just a few 
years back. 

“It’s also brilliant to get out to all 
the different cities. Every location 
has it’s own unique vibe that 
makes it special in its own way. 

“I took a walk around York earli- 
er and it just seems like the whole 
city is buzzing about tonight. 
Clearly what it means to have 
someone like Kasabian playing 
this little venue at this stage in 
their career has really hit home. 

“T’ve had so many people coming 
over shaking my hand. They all 
knew Gonzo was coming. 

“The gig’s been sold out for 
weeks but there are still fans 
desperately trying to find a way in. 
I think the guest list going to be 
pretty mega.” 

And he’s not wrong there... 

When showtime arrives, the 
venue is packed to capacity and 
the steam is starting to build. 

“Yep, it’s definitely going to be a 
hot and sweaty one,” muses 
Kasabian frontman Tom Meighan 
as we sup a few pre-gig pints.
